. About a Fortnight ago General Snorty-Noſe Rheuma, a Vaſlal .of the Great 

Cham of the North Eaſt Paſſage, and Commander in chief bf his Flying Ar- 

mies, after the Campaigne was ended,, marched with a Camp Yolant on deſign 

to furprize Breaſt, which is a conſiderable place.in the Iſle of Man, and under the 
Dominion of Prince Ones Self. , He .order'd Collonel Cold, Mift, ſeconded by 

Captain Cramny Puff, to make the firſt Approaches; and about Break of day his 

Army was Ercamped,the gue blocked np,and Lines finiſhed. The General took 

his Head Quarters in the Bratz, which is a good large round Town, fortified with 

{trotig Walls; and fcated on a little Hill that commands into Breff, The Count 

of Catarrhe, and the Marqueſs of Fluxzon,  encamped in the Arms and Legs, two 
large Villages not far from Breaſt., The Army thus diſpoled ; Rhenma ſent the 

Marqueſs of Pztuit to view the plate; who made report, that it might be.eafily 

battered on the fide of the Lungs; which are too great ; but weak baſtions : 

Whereupon he immediately cauled.a battery to be raifed , and planted thereon 

three Pecces of Cannon only, and no more ,z to wit, Spittzng:Congh, which is a 

great Gun, carrying forty Pound. weight of Phlegm, Hickock , and Side-ſtich, 

two finall Field-peeces , that without intermiſſion play from the break of da 

ill night. Sir Charles Heart the Mayor of Breaſt, was not in the leaſt diſmay'd ; 

but ſo ſoon as the Count of Cararrhe began to buſtle, Alderman Liver, a fanguine 

brisk blade , took the Alarm hot , and refolved.to make a Sally. To this pur- 

poſe Captain Lawncet , with his Lieutenant Mr. Feremy Let-bſood, were con- 

tnanded to fall upon the Quarter of Fluxion,which they did with great Courage, / 

ruſhing bloodily out of the place; and having done fo, made a glorious and 

featonable retreat , and within an hoor after appeared in view of the _ ; 
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[This bold Action having weakened the Fotces of the Marqueſs, the Duke 
of Warm-broth , with a light and nimble Army , reſolved to tight, or force 
the Enemies Trenches, that he might put a Convoy of Proyifion into the place : 
For that end he himſelf adyanced in the Van, gaye the Command of the, main 
Body to the Viſcount-New-lazd Eggs, and the Rere to the Lotd Barley-Water. 
Warm-Broth perceiving that Rheuma would by no means come out of his I ren- 
ches, broke deſperately in upon him, and cut his way through : New-laid Eggs 
followed, and Barley-Water at length brought a con{iderable Succour and Relief 
to the olace.

In fine, 
c12ht Gay : reſt, and the care of Pfince Oze5-ſelf, reſtored Breaff to a better ſtate
